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Canada: a Few Points for Top Executives

in Ottawa 


ANADA HAS often been described as a market of great opportunity and ne ener long term 
CCroenets: but the fact of the opportunity and the prospects, even when recognised, is often 

discounted by exporters in view of the admitted difficulties of competing in the Canadian 
market. Opportunities exist in a number of trades from surgical instruments to heavy machinery, from 
shoes to jams and marmalade. But this article does not deal with the difficulties and op nities which 
face individual United Kingdom firms and industries in the market: much advice on these 
subjects is regularly supplied through the Board of Trade Special Register Service and other channels, 
while Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade and the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners 
throughout Canada are ready to give firms all the advice and help they can on their problems ; 
the object here is to examine the general factors which make Canada so desi a market that pro- 
gressive companies in the United Kingdom should give it the most consideration and 
not allow themselves to be easily discouraged by the difficulties which it undoubtedly presents. 


A Regard for British Goods 


Canada follows a liberal international commercial policy which avoids for the most part placing 
unwarranted obstacles in the way of the importation of goods. Inevitably there will be fluctuations 
from time to time in the attitude of Canadian governments to imports; nevertheless as over 20 per 
cent. of Canada’s gross national product is derived from exports, Canada can be expected to continue 
to facilitate imports so as to maintain a reasonable equivalence with her exports. Exporters in the 
United Kingdom may look forward, therefore, to a market in Canada a free from inter- 
ference from changes in tariffs or through the imposition of import restrictions, There is, too, a 
welcome impartiality on the part of the public at large as between goods of overseas origin and 
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goods of Canadian manufacture so that there is no pervading prejudice 
against imported goods which has to be overcome as a prelude to the 
development of a market for United Kingdom manufactures — 
indeed, if United Kingdom companies can overcome a certain wariness 
on the part of Canadians as to United Kingdom exporters’ intentions 
with regard to the maintenance of supplies, the observance of delivery 
undertakings and the effectiveness of their after-sales service, there 
is still a lingering preference for many goods of United Kingdom 
origin. 

Certain overseas markets suffer from fluctuations in the volume 
and price of their exports of some staple commodity; these 
fluctuations cause shortages of sterling resulting in sudden and 
extensive restrictions on imports from the United Kingdom. Such 
restrictions can be the cause of substantial loss to United Kingdom 
exporters, from the point of view of both their manufacturing opera- 
tions in the United Kingdom and the time and money which they 
have expended in developing trade names and distributive organizations 
in the overseas countries concerned. Although the Canadian economy 
is not immune from fluctuations in its earnings of overseas currencies 
and is much affected by economic fluctuations in the United States, 
it is certain that in the foreseeable future Canada will not be short of 
sterling and will be unlikely to introduce extensive import restrictions 
against the sterling area. On the contrary, Canada has a great interest 
in maintaining a large volume of imports from the United Kingdom 
and other Commonwealth countries because such imports facilitate 
payment for even larger exports by Canada to the sterling area. 


Rapid Expansion 

I do not have sufficient knowledge of economic conditions through- 
out the world to be able to assert categorically that the Canadian 
economy is expanding faster than any other; what is certain is that 
it has been expanding very rapidly, that the impetus of expansion is 
not exhausted and that the expansion has, in the main, been directed 
towards a better balance between the agricultural, extractive and 
manufacturing sectors of the economy. This growth carries with it 
a rapid increase in the value of imports, which is illustrated by the 
table at the end of this article. Factors tending to continue the process 
of expansion are: 

(a) The growth in population which has been at a rapid rate and 
promises to continue. At June 1, 1945, the Canadian population, 
excluding Newfoundland, amounted to 12-1 million; at June 1, 
1950 (including Newfoundland) it was 13-7 million; at June 1, 
1954, it totalled 15-2 million and by 1971, on quite conservative 
estimates, it is expected to exceed 20 million. In the circum- 
stances of the Canadian economy, such an expansion of 
population can only mean a substantial augmentation of demand 
for goods of all kinds. 

(b) Canadian natural resources seem almost inexhaustible, are 
most diverse, and, what is perhaps more significant, comprise 
many of the materials which are most needed in modern in- 
dustrial societies. It is sufficient to refer in this context to the 
development in Canada since 1939 of oil and gas fields and to 
the similar discovery and development of uranium and titanium. 
There is every reason to believe that there are still vast un- 
discovered mineral resources in Canada; Canadian farms could 
undoubtedly increase their production of foodstuffs of many 
kinds, whilst the boundless forests and ample hydro-electric 
resources respectively provide staple exports and essential 
power at cheap rates. 

(c) es there has been some slackening of late in the rate of 

industrialization, it remains the fact that over the past quarter- 
century Canada has converted herself from an essentially 
agricultural and mining economy, into an important industrial 
economy. This process of industrialization inevitably gives 
rise to an increased demand for industrial raw materials, 
machinery and equipment, thus providing opportunities for 
new and i exports from the United Kingdom and at 
the same time providing a basis for still further industrial 


expansion in Canada. 

(d) Since the beginning of the last war there has been a slow but 
steady growth in the proportion of the population that is 
resident in towns. This process of urbanization will certainly 
continue in the foreseeable future. It gives rise inevitably to 
an increased demand for manufactures and services of all kinds. 
Urbanization, therefore, also enhances the prospect of marketing 
the United Kingdom goods in Canada.

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Over and above the expansion of the market which is portended by 
the factors to which I have just referred, there is the further cir- 
cumstance that labour in Canada is, for the most part, organized in 
international (i.e. joint Canadian and American) trade unions and is 
increasingly aspiring to parity in wages and working conditions with 
its fellows in the United States. Though this aspiration will inevitably 
be resisted by employers in Canada, there is little doubt that the 
present gap will in time be substantially narrowed. The general 
increase in the standards of living which these wage increases will 
tend to bring about will once more increase the market in Canada 
for manufactured goods and increase the opportunities for exports 
from the United Kingdom, 

One factor which is somewhat more speculative but seems to me 
to be very likely is that the secular trend will be for an improvement 
in the terms of trade for Canada in that, with the growing industrializa- 
tion of hitherto more backward countries and with the exhaustion of 
existing sources of primary materials, there may well be, as against 
the price of manufactures, a relative rise in the price of metals, forest 
products and other materials with which Canada is so well endowed 
and which constitute so large a part of heft export trade. Such an 
improvement in the terms of trade would obviously increase the wealth 
and prosperity of Canada, raise the standard of living still further and 
thus improve the prospects for the sale of United Kingdom manu- 
factures. (It would also facilitate the rise in Canadian wage levels 
to which I have referred in the previous paragraph.) 

Finally, I may refer to the continuing advantage accorded to United 
Kingdom exporters by the British Preferential Tariff. Although the 
margins of preference on odd items are from time to time diminished 
by the Canadian government, it is remarkable how these margins 
have, generally speaking, been maintained and how little evidence 
there is of any widespread wish in Canada to bring about their abolition.

Although these margins of preference do not suffice to offset altogether 
and in all cases the advantages which United States exporters have in 
Canada by reason of their proximity and of the general similarity of 
tastes and standards in Canada and in the United States, the margins 
do give assistance to an enterprising United Kingdom manufacturer 
who determines to set about the Canadian market in the way in which 
it requires. (As a matter of fact, failure on the part of United Kingdom 
manufacturers to take advantage of these margins of preference is 
increasingly cited in Canada as justification for their abolition.) 

I trust that businessmen in the United Kingdom will be convinced 
by the foregoing comments of the enduring advantages and attractions 
of the Canadian market. Admittedly, the market is a difficult one 
because of the proximity of the United States and the identity in 
many respects of Canadian and American tastes, styles, standards, 
techniques and methods. Nevertheless, it seems to me that for good 
or ill there is a steady infiltration of those American tastes, standards, 
styles, etc., into most of the markets of the world, whether in South 
America, South Africa, Australia or Europe. This predilection for 
things American is something with which United Kingdom manu- 
facturers will have to contend in many overseas markets which are 
far less stable than Canada and which have no comparable prospects 
of rapid expansion. By tackling the Canadian market, the United 

om manufacturer gives himself the opportunity of familiarizing 
himself with those American styles and standards, etc., under 
conditions which are in certain respects particularly favourable and 
under conditions where even an only modest initial success should be 
followed by a steady growth in sales in correspondence with the 
growth in the market as a whole.

Institute for Study of Development 
Problems 


THE INAUGURAL MEETING of the Economic Development 
Institute in Washington, D.C. on January 9, was addressed by the 
Director, Professor A. K. Cairncross. 

The Economic Development Institute is a new venture organized 

by the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
(World Bank) to serve as a staff college at which senior officials 
from the less developed countries can participate, together with 
Bank staff, in an intensive study of development problems. Fourteen 
officials, from as many member countries, are attending the first 
course. 
The Ford and Rockefeller Foundations have made grants of $85,000 
each to meet part of the cost of the Institute, and a contribution is 
also being made by the governments concerned in respect of each 
—— in the course. The remaining cost will be met by the 
Bank. 

Professor Cairncross, Professor of Applied Economics and Director 
of the Department of Social and Economic Research of Glasgow 
University, and former Economic Advisor to the Board of Trade, 


has been given leave of absence to serve as the first Director of the 
Institute. 
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Modern British Toys Reflect the ‘Space’, Atomic and 
Television Era 


THE LATEST trends in toymaking were studied by dealers from all 
parts of the world during the seventh International Toy Fair held at 
Harrogate, which opened on January 7 and closed yesterday. They 
found that manufacturers were not lacking either imagination or 
skill in anticipating the demands of young people everywhere, whether 
it be for a model ‘space station,’ an ‘atomic ray gun,’ or a doll with 
rooted hair. Indeed, the day seems to have passed when young Tommy 
was satisfied with a toy which looked something like the real thing — 
to-day, the model car must be complete to the last detail, and the 
toy washing machine must really wash clothes. 


The Fair leaves little doubt that Britain is alive to the vast oppor- 
tunities which exist all over the world for selling high-quality toys. 
Reports indicate that American parents are now spending £300,000,000 
on toys every year and many of them are being supplied by British 
manufacturers. 

It seems clear that toy trends are, in fact, being affected by the 
preferences of American children. In the States, ‘space’ toys have 
drawn slightly ahead of Wild West and other traditional lines, and 
such a high degree of scientific plausibility is now required that many 
manufacturers are seeking advice from industrial and research experts 
conducting nuclear experiments. 


Large Orders 


Orders worth at least £ 2,000,000 of actual bookings were confidently 
expected during the week of the Fair. From the point of view of toys 
it is claimed that the Fair has superseded the great German fairs of 
the pre-war era. The products of some 700 British, Commonwealth 
and foreign firms, were shown in the 300 showrooms of five of the 
Yorkshire Spa town’s large hotels occupying 100,000 square feet 
of floor space. Accommodation was reserved by the Harrogate 
Corporation Publicity Department for buyers from France, Holland, 
Italy, Switzerland, Belgium, Germany, Sweden, Denmark, Canada, 
Australia, United States and Czechoslovakia. 


Outside London, the county represented by the greatest number 
of exhibitors was Lancashire (26), followed by Yorkshire (20), 
Birmingham (10), Wales (9) and Tyneside (8). There were five from 
Scotland, one from Northern Ireland, and one from the Irish Republic. 
Most of the Midlands Counties were also heavily represented. 

It was interesting to see the increasing use of plastics for toys and 
games. The main materials being used were polythene and poly- 
styrene, with what is known as vinyl paste coming into prominence, 
particularly for dolls because of its flexibility and true-to-life tints 
which can be produced. 

Although metal is still preferred in many quarters, some manu- 
facturers are now using plastics materials to produce colourful and 
practically unbreakable toy soldiers. Considerable research was 
needed to find paints to suit the new material. 


New Ideas in Packaging 


Toy soldiers continue to enjoy great popularity in the United 
States, and one Lancashire firm has now included sets of Union and 
Confederate Army soldiers and even West Point Cadets in its ranges 
for export. New ideas in packaging, with an eye on export markets 
have been introduced. Instead of packing soldiers in the conventional 
flat box, many are now contained in small cartons which can be 
unfolded to reveal a picturesque encampment scene, thus enhancing 
the play value of the toy. In fact, it is on play value that most manu- 
facturers are concentrating, with an emphasis on constructional and 
educational lines to exercise young minds and hands through building, 
painting and modelling. 

Consiructional kits are proving more popular, particularly for 
model ships, aircraft, and modern and ‘vintage’ cars, many of them 
reflecting great credit on the engineering skill of British engineers in 
producing the complicated dies and moulds. 

Many toys now incorporate musical movements. A Glamorgan 
firm were showing an action toy in the shape of a blackbird pie where 
the child turns a handle to hear ‘sing a song of sixpence,’ and the 
blackbirds pop up at just the right time. The same company were 


showing the prototype of a model filling station, with an elevator to 
raise a model car to roof level where it is automatically ejected for 
parking or servicing at the greasing bay. The station also has a 

bay with draining pit and hose connected to a water tank. 

A London firm have produced a talking telephone, an accurately 
modelled instrument mounted on a replica of a Post Office coin box. 
When the handle is rotated, the "phone talks in a clear voice and auto- 
matically repeats. 

The friction type motor has replaced clockwork in many of the 
mechanical toys, especially those for younger children, while in 
keeping with the latest advances in the scientific world, jet-propulsion 
has been brought to a wide range of toys, including models of single 
and multi-engine aircraft, speedboats and even helicopters. These 
tiny precision made motors have a solid fuel charge which is ignited 
by a plastic igniter wick producing a thrust which will send a model 
car whizzing round a pylon at 40 m.p.h. There is also a rocket-powered 
model space ship which ascends from its own launching ramp to 
— 150 feet, when a nylon parachute is released to bring the rocket 

ack to earth. 


Futuristic Trends 


The range of toy armoury caters for all tastes— swords (with 
turned edges), scabbards and heraldic shields were shown alongside 
futuristic space guns and automatic carbines which fire bursts of 
up to 50 roll caps at the touch of a trigger. 

The children’s latest film hero Davy Crockett has led to a big 
demand for American frontiersmen suits, and Independent T.V. is 
expected to popularize Robin Hood suits. Dressing up still holds 
pride of place in the make believe world of children, and this year 
some playsuits are actually two suits in one — a cowboy suit reverses 
into a space suit or an Indian outfit. For the girls, the nurses’ outfit 
has been joined by a neat air hostess uniform made to B.E.A. 
standards. 


There were a host of soft toys for the very young, beautifully pro- 
duced in plush and mohair — teddy bears, pandas, and a bear which 
growls when you clap its paws together. 

Many of the children’s books are again based on television and 
film personalities and are finding a ready market in South Africa, 
Australia, and the Middle East. Some publishers have devoted much 
attention to educational books and have introduced interesting books 
with the accent on road safety, safety in the home and so on. There 
are also many novelty books, some incorporating sections which can 
be pressed out to form stencils, and books of simple crossword puzzles 
with the clues in pictorial form. 


Among the new games are a Grand Prix magnetic game and one 
invented by a Leeds journalist, the object being to fill a blank page 
of a newspaper with stories and ad . The Fair has also seen 
the reintroduction of Plasticine kits enabling a child to model easily 
a variety of animals from accessories provided. A Hull firm are making 
plaster modelling sets with moulds specially created for overseas 
markets. 

Doll manufacturers have paid close attention to dressing, many 
of them employing their own designers and producing a wide variety 
of costumes based on patterns for adult clothing. Hair styles follow 
modern trends. Miniature and character dolls have also been 
attractively produced in large numbers. 


There were literally thousands of novelties —- musical hand bells 
in plastics casings, a boy saxophone player who blows bubbles, twin 
dolls who walk hand in hand down a slope, a ballet doll which dances 
automatically by magnetism when a mirror is held up to her, and for 
Easter, a musical basket filled with chocolate eggs. 

A firm producing scooters, rocking horses and pedal cycles, have 
designed an all-steel rocking horse with a realistic galloping action, 
and a tricycle designed to teach children to walk. 

Everywhere there was evidence too of manufacturers’ concern 
for safety in toy making by using non-i material, anti-toxic 
paints and flexible plastics to make their products

Bankruptcy General Report 
for 1939-53 


PUBLICATION by the Board of Trade of General Annual Reports 
on matters within the Bankruptcy and Deeds of Arrangement Acts 
was discontinued early in the War, the last Annual Report, which 
related to the year 1938, having been issued in April 1940. 

To facilitate the work of the Committee (under the chairmanship 
of His Honour Judge Blagden) recently appointed to consider what 
amendments are desirable in those acts, the Board of Trade have 
just published a Report®* for the years 1939-53. It is thought that the 
information in the Report may be of assistance to trade and pro- 
fessional organizations and to individuals who may desire to present 
their views and suggestions to the Committee. 

The Report includes tables showing the extent of the wartime 
decrease (by comparison with the year 1938) and of the post-war 
increase in bankruptcies and deeds of arrangement. It also includes 
tables giving, in respect of each year, statistics relating to trusteeships 
held by Official Receivers and non-official trustees; Orders of Dis- 
charge; prosecutions; and failures in the principal trades and 
occupations. 

' It is expected that the General Annual Report for 1954 will be 
published early this year.

Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position 
THE GOLD AND DOLLAR reserves fell by $163 million during the 
month and stood at $2,120 million on December 31. 

During the month $188 million was paid in service on the North 
American loans; defence aid estimated at $5 million was received from 
the United States; $7 million was paid in gold or dollars to the 
European Payments Union in respect of November and $2 million 
was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settlements. 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a deficit of £11 million with the European Payments Union, which 
will fall to be settled in January, as to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars 
and as to 25 per cent. by increase of debt to the Union.

Commission

United Kingdom Joins International 
Finance Corporation 


THE UNITED KINGDOM has now completed the action necessary 
for membership in the International Finance Corporation, the pro- 
posed new affiliate of the World Bank, In the past fortnight three other 
countries, Australia, Costa Rica and Mexico, have also deposited 
Instruments of Acceptance of the new Corporation. 

The Charter of the International Finance Corporation requires a 
minimum membership of 30 countries, together subscribing at least 
$75 million, before the Corporation can come into being. Including 
the five countries previously announced, Canada, Egypt, Ecuador, 
Iceland and the United States, nine countries have now Adhered 
to the new Corporation. Their prospective subscriptions total 
$56,761,000, or three-quarters of the minimum capital required. 

Thirty-eight other member countries of the World Bank have 
expressed their intention to join, of which many have already carried 
to an advanced stage the domestic legislation required to authorize 
membership. 

The object of the International Finance Corporation, which will 
have a capital of $100 million, will be to encourage the growth of 
productive private enterprises in its member countries, particularly 
in the less-developed areas of the world. To this end it will invest in 
productive enterprises without Government guarantee and in associa- 
tion with private capital generally it will seek to stimulate private 
investment. The United Kingdom and the United States will be the 
two largest shareholders. Britain will subscribe $14,400,000 and the 
United States $35,168,000. 

The functions and nature of the International Finance Corporation 
were described in an article headed ‘Sources of Finance and Technical 
Aid for Overseas Development,’ published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on January 8, 1955, page 33. 


Trade Relations Committee Talks 
on Coal and Steel 


THE FIRST MEETING of the Trade Relations Committee of the 
Council of Association between the United Kingdom Government 
and the High Authority of the European Coal and Steel Community 
took place in London on Monday. 

The Committee had an exchange of views on conditions of trade 
in coal and steel between the United Kingdom and the European 
Coal and Steel Community and fixed its further programme of work. 

The Committee will hold its next session in Luxembourg on 
April 10, or earlier if necessary. 


Inspector General of Companies 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that Mr. C. R. Bruce Park, 
C.B.E., Inspector General of Companies, Companies Liquidation and 
Bankruptcy, will retire on April 30, 1956.

‘Appeal to Your Customers in the Language 
They Know’ 
To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, - I was extremely interested in your leading article on foreign 
languages, as this is a subject in which I have always taken a personal 
interest (Board of Trade Journal, December 10). 

Your readers may be entertained by a couple of experiences we 
had, though I cannot say we were amused at the time. On one occasion 
1 had a leaflet translated into Hindustani at a cost of £10. After our 
company had been to the expense of spreading the leaflets all over 
India, a gentleman from Delhi walked in. I asked him his views on 
the leaflet with the idea that it might be expanded or improved in 
some way. His reply was that he could not read it and I asked him why 
not. He said it was not in Hindustani but in Persian. 


On another occasion a certain firm advertised its knowledge of 
Scandinavian languages, and I sent them a text of a circular which 
I wanted put in Norwegian. I laid particular stress that it was to be 
in Norwegian and not Danish, with the result that when it came back, 
it was in Swedish! As they had already had our money — which was 
not a large sum — and refused to answer any complaints, we had to 
swallow the loss and have the job done elsewhere. 

Once I noticed an advertisement in an export paper destined for 
the South American market, in which an English factory, while using 
the Spanish language puts its measurements in inches — ‘pulgadas’. 
I ventured to point out that South America would be more interested 
in the metric system and to my surprise got a very grateful letter back, 
and I noticed that the advertisement was changed in a later edition.

To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, - Your interesting and timely article on the need for British 
exporters to use on appropriate occasions their customers’ languages 
and the correspondence to which it has given rise will have been read 
with appreciation by teachers of languages. My purpose in writing to 
you is to suggest that industry could perhaps, with advantage, col- 
laborate more actively with our educational authorities in the develop- 
ment of education for commerce to meet more effectively than at 
present the needs of the export trade. 

When we examine the schemes of commercial education which 
have been developed in competitive foreign countries, and see the 
important place which languages have in the basic commercial 
training which is given to young men entering business, we realize 
how much is missing from the education of similar young men in 
this country. 


Perhaps I could make one other suggestion. It is that industry 
might make more use than it does of the services of the languages 
staffs of our Colleges and Departments of Commerce when trans- 
lations or advice on the use of foreign languages are required. I think 
that industry would find that it would receive a good service from 
the teachers who in turn would benefit, not merely from the fees 
charged, but from the contacts which this work would give them 
with industry. I am sure that most governing bodies of Colleges of 
Commerce and Technical Colleges would welcome this kind of co- 
operation with local industry. — Yours, etc.

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New Information on Stocks of 
Manufacturing Industry 


Since the end of 1953 the Board of Trade have obtained: figures 
of the value of stocks and work in progress at the end of each quarter 
from a number of large manufacturing companies. This information 
has proved useful in indicating short period changes in the level of 
stocks and work in progress in manufacturing industry and it has been 
decided to publish regularly the summarized information obtained 
from this inquiry. 


Information on stocks is collected in the annual census of production 
which is the basis for estimating the level of the value of stocks and 
work in progress and changes between the beginning and end of each 
calendar year. The economic importance of changes in the level of 
stocks makes it desirable to have up-to-date information. The purpose 
of the quarterly inquiry is to provide an indication of these short 
period changes. 


Reporting Companies 


About 170 large manufacturing companies are asked each quarter 
to provide an estimate of their stock figures at the beginning and end 
of the quarter, distinguishing as far as possible materials and fuel, 
work in progress, and finished goods. (Goods which are classified 
as ‘finished’ by one company may, of course, be classified as ‘materials’ 
by another.) Companies supply figures on whatever basis of valuation 
is normally adopted for their own records. In general, companies 
return their stocks valued at cost or market value whichever is lower. 
The figures obtained from the inquiry reflect, therefore, changes 
in price as well as changes in volume. 


Companies were not chosen by probability sampling, but were 
selected from those which, from the figures available from the census 
of production, were among those carrying large stocks and could 
provide the information required. The inquiry is a voluntary one. It 
is estimated that the reporting companies account for about one-third 
of the total value of stocks and work in progress held by manufacturing 
industry which, at the end of 1954, was about £3,600 million. Con- 
tributing companies are asked as far as possible to give - 
particulars for their main industrial divisions and to exclude stocks 
held by subsidiaries operating abroad or by subsidiaries or depart- 
ments engaged in retail! distribution. 


For the years 1953 and 1954 the changes in stocks of manufacturing 
industry as a whole indicated by the inquiry were in fair agreement 
with the results obtained from the censuses of production. But it is 
a weakness of the inquiry that information is obtained only from 
larger companies. This may introduce an element of bias in the 
results. Furthermore, certain branches of industry where the smaller 
firms are the typical units are less well represented than is desirable. 


In calculating the total stock movement for manufacturing industry 
separate estimates are made for the various industries in which the 
participating companies operate, these separate indices being weighted 
according to stock holdings of the different industries shown by thé 
censuses of production. Comparison of the figures for individual 
groups from the inquiry and the censuses show that these separate 
figures are not sufficiently trustworthy to warrant publication. 


The Board of Trade will shortly approach additional manufacturing 
firms for quarterly figures of their stocks in order to improve the 
representativeness of the sample and the reliability of the results. 


Changes in Stocks 


Both the quarterly inquiry and the census of production show little 
change in the total value of manufacturing industry’s stocks and work 
in progress between the beginning and end of the calendar year 1953, 
A slight fall in the value of stocks of materials and fuel was matched 
by a slight increase in the value of work in progress, while the value 
of stocks of finished goods was unchanged. The quarterly inquiry 
showed a steady build up of stocks during 1954 and an increase of 
7 per cent. over the year. The provisional results of the Census of 
Production for 1954,* however, show a somewhat smaller increase 
of 5 per cent. 


Index numbers obtained from the quarterly inquiry of changes in 
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Retail Sales Maintained at a High Level in November 


A HIGH LEVEL of retail sales was maintained in November (according 
to results reported to the Board of Trade by a panel of retailers), 
and substantial increases were reported over the corresponding 
month of 1954. These increases were somewhat lower than those 
reported in October but generally remained higher than for the 
cumulative period February-September. The November results, 
however, may still reflect to some extent the anticipatory buying 
(reported in the trade) of goods at the old rates of purchase tax before 
the new rates, announced on October 26 in the Autumn Budget, 
affected supplies in the shops. 


Another factor reflected in the November figures is the higher 
prices which were reported in certain sectors; a broad indicator of 
these price changes (though not a precise one since it does not purport 
to cover the same field of goods as the retail trade statistics) is the 
Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices which shows, for 
example, that prices of the durable household goods covered by the 
Index increased by about 3 per cent. between mid-October and mid- 
November and by about 6 per cent. since mid-November 1954. The 
corresponding increases for clothing (including footwear) were 1 per 
cent. over both periods, while for food the increases in price were 
2 per cent. compared with mid-October and nearly 10 per cent. 
compared with mid-November a year ago. 


The value of sales of household goods was down in November 
to some 10 per cent. above the corresponding month a year ago — barely 
half the increase in October — and about the same increase as achieved 
in September. Sales of clothing and footwear showed a somewhat 
smaller decline in November in the increase over the corresponding 
month a year ago, the increase remaining appreciably higher than that 
for the cumulative period, February-September. The value of sales 
of food and perishables (reported by large-scale retailers only) 
continued at a level 10 per cent. higher than in the same month a year 
ago, a rather higher increase over 1954 than for the cumulative 
period, February-September, but one which corresponded closely 
to the movement in prices. 


Clothing and Footwear 


The increase in sales of clothing and footwear in November 
compared with the year earlier (of 11 per cent. and 6 per cent. for 
large scale and independent retailers respectively), though rather 
lower than had been the case in October were well above the increases 
recorded for the cumulative period February-September. Two 
features emerged from these results that have been evident for some 
time past and are also reflected in the cumulative results. Firstly, the 
results for clothing - women’s and children’s wear and men’s and 
boys’ wear — were again rather better than for footwear. Secondly, 
multiple shops again reported markedly better results than any other 
type of retailer. 


Sales of women’s and children’s wear were substantially above those 
made in November 1954, with large scale retailers reporting a rather 
higher increase (10 per cent.) than did independent retailers (7 per 
cent.), largely because of the rise of 16 per cent. reported by multiple 
shops. Increases over November 1954 were recorded in all the sub- 
categories reported by large scale retailers, ranging from 6 per cent. 
for dress materials to 21 per cent. for women’s underwear. 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were also substantially higher than a 
year ago. In the case of independent retailers the increase of 6 per 
cent. was the same as for the cumulative period February-October; 
the increase of 15 per cent. for large scale retailers, however, was 
substantially above their cumulative increase of 10 per cent. The 
large scale retailers’ result for November was again largely due to the 
influence of multiple shops, who experienced an increase of 19 per 
cent. over November 1954; department stores and co-operative 
societies reported more modest increases of 5 per cent. and 4 per cent. 
respectively. 


Some increase in sales of footwear compared with November 1954 
was reported by large scale and independent retailers alike; this was 
well below the increase reported in October, though still somewhat 
above the cumulative rise for February-September. Multiple shops 


were the only type of outlet to surpass substantially the level of sales 
a year ago. 

An expansion in stocks of clothing and footwear of more or less 
expected proportions was reported by large scale retailers in November. 
Stocks of clothing were much the same as at the end of November 
1954, but stocks of footwear rose to 7 per cent. higher. : 


Household Goods 


After somewhat inflated sales of household goods in October 
(attributed in the trade to anticipatory buying of goods subject to 
purchase tax) there was a noticeable easing off in sales in November. 
The increase in sales compared with the same month a year ago fel! 
back to about that recorded in September and was barely half that 
recorded in October. An increase over the corresponding period of 
1954 of 8 per cent. was reported for large scale retailers (compared 
with 23 per cent. in October and 7 per cent. in the cumulative period 
February-September) and an increase of 12 per cent. for independent 
retailers (compared with 24 per cent. in October and 9 per cent. for 
February-September). As was pointed out in the earlier paragraphs 
of this article, recent increases in prices of household goods, particularly 
of furniture, should be taken into account in assessing the significance 
of the changes in sales. An indication of these price changes may be 
had from the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices, 
which shows for the group of household goods it covers (not exactly 
the same as those covered by the retail trade statistics) a price rise of 
3 per cent. between mid-October and mid-November and of 6 per 
cent. since mid-November 1954. 


In the main categories of household goods the November pada 
showed some divergence both in the increases compared with a year

ago and in the amount by which they declined from the high October 
figures. Sales of hardware continued at a substantially higher level 
than in the corresponding period a year ago, large scale retailers 
reporting a rise of 15 per cent. and independent retailers of 18 per 
cent. (compared with increases over 1954 of some 25-26 per cent. in 
October and of 9-13 per cent. in the cumulative period February- 
September). Sales of radio and electrical goods were, however, 

rather more subdued in November. The only indices available — for 
independent retailers and department stores-—showed a marked 
falling off from the October increases, independent retailers reportinif 
a rise over 1954 of 13 per cent. (the same as that reported for the 
cumulative period February-September but only about one-third of: 
the increase reported in October) and departrnent stores recording 
the same level in sales as in November 1954 (compared with increases 
of as much as 65 per cent. in October and of 15 per cent. in February- 
September). 


Sales of furniture and furnishines had not expanded so sharply in 
October as had the other types of household goods and the decline in 
sales in November was also less marked. Increases of'7-8 per cent. 
over the corresponding period a year ago were reported by independent 
and large scale retailers (compared with 11-18 per cent. in October

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and 4-6 per cent. for the cumulative period February-September). 
The increases that have taken place since September suggest some 
recovery in sales from the decline experienced in the period April- 
August, but part of this upward movement must be attributable to 
price increases and probably a further part to the anticipatory buying 
of goods subject to purchase tax. All sectors of the trade shared in 
these results though the figures (for some large scale retailers only) 
suggest the recovery was more marked in furnishing fabrics, household 
textiles, and floor coverings than in furniture and bedding. 


According to those large scale retailers supplying stocks figures 
there were no marked fluctuations in stocks in November. There 
was a further fall in the increase over the 1954 end-month level in 
stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods, from 23 per cent. in 
October to 17 per cent. in November. Reported stocks of furniture 
and furnishings, however, rose slightly to a level 5 per cent. higher 
than at the end of November 1954. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


A further substantial increase was reported in November in sales 
of chemists’ goods compared with the same month in 1954, large 
scale and independent retailers recording rises in sales (of 10 per cent. 
and 7 per cent. respectively) that were of very much the same order 
of magnitude as for the cumulative period February to October. 


Marked increases compared with a year ago were also reported 
by both large scale and independent retailers in all the other non- 
food categories, large scale retailers reporting a particularly heavy 
increase in sales of sports goods, toys and cycles, a category where 
so far this year there had been no very substantial increases over the 
previous year’s results. 


Large scale retailers reported that their stocks in these miscellaneous 
categories were once more considerably higher than at the end of 
November 1954, and by a slightly greater amount than at the end of 
October. 
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Food and Perishables 


As had been the case in October, large scale retailers reported an 
increase of 10 per cent. in the value of their sales of food and perishables 
compared with the same month a year ago, an increase that was 
appreciably higher than the cumulative rise for February to October. 
The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices however, 
shows an increase in the food sector of about 10 per cent. compared 
with a year ago, which suggests that there was probably little change 
in the volume of food sales. 


The results for the different types of retailers were again rather 
similar with multiple shops reporting a slightly higher increase over 
sales a year ago than did departmental stores and co-operative societies. 
For the sector as a whole and for the largest sub-category, groceries 
and provisions, they all reported a very substantial increase over 
November 1954.

tributors who provided monthly sales figures prior to 1955 and, for the 
rest of the year, will provide continuity with the series of index numbers 
published previously. 


(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, they 
are affected by price movements, including changes due to variations in 
the incidence of purchase tax. 


(v) The period covered by the November 1955 sales was the four weeks 
from October 30 to November 26, 1955; the corresponding period in 1954 
was October 31 to November 27, 1954. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas were 
given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 1951. Some 
large retailers are able to give figures for the country as a whole, but not for 
sales in the various areas; the value of sales unallocated to areas in November 


was 10 per cent. of the total value ae rted sales. Consequently the move- 
ments in business reported for Great Britain by the whole sample of large 
retailers may differ from the wean of the movements in the areas even 
when due weight is given to the amount of business done in each area. 


(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the sample 
of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and in the absence 
of data which would enable a more precise proportion to be calculated, total 
footwear figures are divided by two in calculating the indices for Great 
Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non-food merchandise and all 
merchandise. Since, however, some of the reporting firms only give a national 
total, the figures are not so edjusted. 


(viii) Sales of food and perishables in November by large retailers were 
55 per cent. of total sales these firms.

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Wholesale Prices of Basic Materials Rise in December 


THE BASIC materials wholesale price index finished the year 1955 
with an upward swing of 1-5 per cent. in December, mainly due to 
increased prices for raw rubber (up 5-9 per cent.), copper (up 3-3 per 
cent.) and raw wool (up 2:5 per cent.). Among other items that rose 
in price were tin ingots (up 5-9 per cent.), lead (up 4°8 per cent.), 
zinc (up 6°5 per cent.) and raw cotton (up 0:7 per cent.). These 
increases were only slightly offset by reduced prices for hides and 
skins (down 1-9 per cent.), certain types of flax and a few other items. 


The other price indices appearing in Table I, for materials used in 
broad sectors of industry, also rose between November and December. 
Those for materials used in the mechanical engineering and electrical 
machinery industries increased by 0-9 and 1-6 per cent., respectively, 
due almost entirely in both cases to higher prices for most non-ferrous 
items and raw rubber. The increase of 1-0 per cent. in the index for 
materials used in the textile industries was chiefly due to higher prices 
for raw wool and raw cotton. Higher prices for copper tubes, various 
other metal items and joinery were mainly responsible for the rise of 
0-4 per cent. in both the indices for materials used in building. 

While there was little or no change between November and Decem- 
ber in most of the price indices in Table 2 for the output of broad 
sectors of industry, those for chemical and allied products and textile 
products other than clothing, both rose by 0-2 per cent. The index for 
all manufactured products continued its upward movement with a rise 
of 0-2 per cent. 


Termination of the Old (1930 — 100) Series 

Notice of the Board of Trade’s intention to cease publication of the 
old (1930 = 100) series of index numbers has appeared, with the tables 
accompanying this article, every month since July 1952. This issue of 
the Board of Trade Journal is the last in which these indices will 
appear. 


Review of Wholesale Prices in 1955 


A review of the movements of wholesale prices during 1955 will 
appear in the Board of Trade Journal of February 25. 


New Index Numbers 


Published below for the first time is an index which shows the 
changes that have occurred in the prices of all types of fuel used by 
manufacturing industry (trades within Standard Industrial Classifi- 
cation Orders III to XVI). The fuels represented in the index are 
coal, coke (metallurgical and gas), electricity, gas (supplied either from 
gasworks or direct from coke ovens) and liquid fuels (gas/diesel oils, 
fuel oil, heavy fuel oil and creosote/pitch mixtures). The index 
represents changes in the price paid by the consumer so that the 
prices used include delivery charges where appropriate and available. 


The data on prices that are used and the weights given to the fuels 
in the index, based on the quantities of each fuel used in 1948, are as 
follows:

To avoid double counting in this index, products supplied by one 
fuel industry to another have been excluded: for example, coal 
supplied to gas-works, electricity stations and coke ovens is not 
represented directly in the index as the index includes the output of 
these industries. There is some overlapping between this new index 
and the existing price index of basic materials (excluding fuel) used in 
non-food manufacturing industry; the latter includes crude oil for 
petroleum refineries and coking coal for coke ovens while the fuel 
price index covers the output of these industries. 

The gas and electricity prices incorporated in the index are the 
average prices per unit sold to industrial consumers. Small month-to- 
month fluctuations in these average prices may result from changes in 
the pattern of consumption even when there are no changes in the 
prices implied in gas and electricity tariffs. Small fluctuations in the 
published index should therefore be disregarded. In the long run, the 
index does, however, reflect changes in the actual prices of gas and 
electricity charged to industrial consumers. 

The price index for each month is based on prices averaged over the 
whole month and thus takes account of the actual dates on which price 
changes occur. This refinement is not incorporated in the existing 
price index of coal, which relates to the price prevailing on the 20th of 
each month. 

The figures published for the latest three to six months will be 
provisional and subject to revision in later issues of the Board of Trade 
Journal.

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Output and Employment in the Wool Textile Industry 
in November 


FIGURES MADE AVAILABLE by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics indicate that consumption of wool and other fibres by the 
wool textile industry in November was higher than in October, but 
this was due to November being a slightly longer working month. 
In total the Bureau’s employment figures continue to show a gently 
rising trend, which may be partiy seasonal, in the five principal 
sections of the industry: there were 667 more productive workers 
than in October (with most of the rise again in the worsted spinning 
section), showing a total increase since the end of July of 2,667. 


The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day and not with the figures as shown in the 
tables; the Bureau estimate that there were 22 working days in 
November compared with 21 in October and 22 in November 1954. 


There was no change in total consumption of fibres compared with 
October, but the rate for the year so far is slightly higher than for 
January to November 1954. 


The rate of production of tops was very slightly less than in 
October; output of merinos showed a small rise but crossbreds fell 
by 4 per cent. Nevertheless, there was a marked rise compared with 
a year earlier(most of which was in merinos) and the rate for the 
year so far is slightly higher than for the same period of 1954. Con- 
sumption of tops showed an increase of 4 per cent. compared with 
October, the rise being slightly more marked in merinos; compared 
with November 1954 3 per cent. more tops were consumed, a reduc- 


tion of 4 per cent. in consumption of crossbreds being more than 
counteracted by an increase of 8 per cent. in merinos. The rate of 
consumption of tops so far this year, however, is 4 per cent. less than 
in January to November 1954. 


Deliveries of worsted yarns were 4 per cent. higher than in 
October and 7 per cent. more than in November 1954; within the 
total, deliveries of carpet and rug yarn showed a slight fall but were 
4 per cent. greater than a year earlier. Deliveries of ‘other weaving’ 
yarn showed a rise of 5 per cent. over the October figures but 
remained 3 per cent. below the level of November 1954, Hosiery 
yarn deliveries were slightly more than in October and one-fifth 
greater than a year earlier. Deliveries of handknitting yarns were 
3 per cent. more than in October and one-tenth higher than in 
November 1954. In total, the rate for the year so far was slightly less 
than for the same period of 1954. 


Deliveries of woven fabrics (except blankets) were very slightly 
more than in October but showed no change from a year earlier; 
deliveries of worsteds were 4 per cent. greater than in October but 
of woollens very slightly less. The rate for 1955 so far shows little 
change from that for January to November 1954. Deliveries of 
blankets were 5 per cent. below the level of October and 6 per cent. 
less than in November 1954, yet the rate of delivery so far this year 
is 7 per cent. higher than for the same period of 1954.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 194y=100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 


2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below, 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 


5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

This article has been written by the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Canberra, who recently toured Australia’s 
Northern Territory. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, 
S.W.1, will be glad to answer any questions arising from the article. 


THE PACE OF INDUSTRIAL ADVANCES, the growth of population, 
and the opportunities for United Kingdom exports are so great in 
the rest of Australia that there is some danger of developments in the 
Northern Territory being overlooked. Not long ago, the writer visited 
the Northern Territory, and the purpose of this article is to describe 
briefly the most important developments in the Territory at the 
present time, with special reference to the opportunities thereby 
afforded for the sale of United Kingdom goods and services. These 
opportunities arise in each of the principal fields of economic activity 
in the Territory, and I propose to deal with them under a few main 
headings. 

Before doing this, however, some account of the conditions in the 
Northern Territory may be appropriate, in order that the opportunities 
for development which exist in that area may be seen in proper 
perspective. The area covered by the Territory is nearly 574,000 square 
miles and the population is only 17,000 (excluding full-blooded 
aborigines, who number some 13,500). Of these, 8,000 live in Darwin, 
2,800 in Alice Springs (over 900 miles to the south), 1,000 each in 
Tennant Creek and in Adelaide River, and 600 in Katherine. The 
remainder are sca over this vast area, mainly in stations and 
homesteads which are largely isolated from one another. The distance 
between homesteads may be up to 100 miles of unmade road, which 
is hardly distinguishable from the surrounding bush. Communication 


is almost entirely by road or by air, supplemented by a wireless net- 
work. This last is invaluable, each homestead generally having its 
own transmitting and receiving set, which provides a medium for 
urgent communication (as in the case of the Flying Doctor Service), 
for educational fac::ities for children and often for social contact 
between the widely scattered members of the community. 


Federal Administration and Policy 


The Australian Federal Government, which is responsible for 
the administration of the area, is anxious to develop the Territory, 
and its long-term policy has been stated to be as follows: 

(a) To promote the development and use of the natural resources 
of the Territory so that they may increasingly contribute to 
the requirements of food and other necessities and to the 
support of more people living in the Territory under satisfactory 
standards; 

(b) To promote and advance the economic and social welfare of 
the people living in the Territory; 

(c) To assist, educate and advance the native people of the Territory, 
so that they may become full independent and assume all the 
rights, privileges and obligations of full citizenship. 

The Government is accordingly seeking to provide reasonable 

school and medical services and urban facilities, such as electricity, 
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water supplies and sewerage, to improve roads and provide homes, 
shops, offices and industrial buildings. Wharves, roads and stock 
routes need to be extended and improved, to facilitate the marketing 
of products and the importation of supplies to towns, farms, mines 
and station properties. Services have to be established to obtain and 
disseminate to pastoral, agricultural and mining communities the 
information essential to their operations. The Administration is 
inevitably handicapped by lack of funds, but it is noteworthy that the 
total expenditure in the Territory by the Northern Territory 
Administration has risen from {£A1-47 million in 1948-49 to an 
estimated figure in excess of £A5} million in 1954-55. 


Mining and Minerals 


A glance at a map of Northern Australia shows that most of the 
inland settlements owe their origin to mining. Gold mining is carried 
out over a wide area at Tennant Creek, and at present approximately 
97 per cent. of total production comes from this field. Gold production 
reached an all-time peak of 55,286 fine ounces in 1953-54. 

Tennant Creek itself is a small but prosperous mining town of 
some 1,000 inhabitants. There are several gold mines in the area 
which, though small, are nevertheless prosperous and flourishing. 
Of these, the Eldorado Mine and the mine owned by the Australian 
Development Company are typical. The latter was discovered in 
1932, and has expanded considerably since the war. 

The present trend of development of the field is away from 
exploitation by gougers and small miners towards development by 
companies which can work their mines systematically and install 
modern plant to treat their own ore. At the present time about 275 
of the 300 men actively engaged in mining on the field are employed 
by various companies. The three main mines, ‘Peko,’ ‘Noble’s Knob’ 
and ‘Eldorado,’ employ between them a total of about 225 men. 
Treatment plants at each of these mines have recently been modern- 
ized and extended. The proved ore reserves are sufficient to last at 
least five years at current rates of production. 

The ‘Peko’ Mine, some ten miles outside Tennant Creek, was 
built only in the last two years and concentrates on copper, with gold 
as a by-product. The mine is the largest producer of copper at Tennant 
Creek, and at present crushes 150 tons of ore daily for a four-weekly 
return of over 500 tons of 30 per cent. copper concentrates. In order 
to overcome the major problems of high freight and smelting and 
refining charges, the company plans to install within two years a 
fluo-solids roasting and leaching plant for the production of pure 
copper, which will be the first of its type in Australia. Vigorous 
development is under way at this mine, which is now the centre of a 
small township comprising two dozen or so houses. A community 
centre type of settlement, with its own canteen, community centre, 
sport areas and a swimming pool, is at an advanced stage of con- 
struction. It has recently been announced that the ‘Peko’ Mine is 
installing a metal reduction plant at Tennant Creek at an estimated 
cost of £A1 million; work on the plant is to begin in about four 
months’ time and it is expected to be in operation within three years. 

The mining of copper has, of course, been encouraged by the 
high prices prevailing in recent months, but the development of 
copper production in the Nortaern Territory is particularly spectacular 
as is demonstrated by the following table:

Uranium 

Uranium minerals were first discovered at Rum Jungle in September 
1949, and many other deposits have been found since. Great interest 
in uranium mining is now being shown by mining interests, and 
many Australian and overseas mining companies are engaged at 
present in the search for radio-active minerals. The first full-scale 
uranium treatment plant was opened at Rum Jungle by the Prime 
Minister on September 17, 1954, and continuous production of 
uranium oxide is now being achieved. There are now some 450 
workers employed, many of whom are married, They are housed 
within a few miles of the mine at Bachelor, where conditions are good, 
taking into account the locality, and the amenities provided and to 
be provided by the operating company are excellent. The houses in 
Bachelor are mainly of aluminium and fibre board, and there are some 
prefabricated houses imported from the United Kingdom. 
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The most serious obstacle to mining in the Territory to date has 
been the high cost of ore transport and treatment. Rum Jungle, 
however, is well served by road and rail connections to Darwin, and 
the Bachelor Aerodrome is adjacent to it. The Darwin-Birdum 
railway traverses the Darwin-Katherine region and will serve the 
greater part of that region. Equipment and supplies are mainly 
brought in from Darwin. The volume of outward freight, though 
small at present, will progressively increase now that the production 
of uranium oxide has begun at Rum Jungle. 

Apart from the minerals already mentioned, there is substantial 
production of manganese, wolfram, mica and tin, while there are also 
known deposits of bauxite and lead-zinc-silver. Since the discovery 
of oil at Exmouth Gulf at the end of 1953, the Administrator of the 
Territory has issued three permits to prospect for oil in the Northern 
Territory, and field parties are now working in these areas. This may 
lead to opportunities for the sale of oil drilling equipment. 


Transport and Communications Projects 


The high cost of transport is not only one of the most serious 
obstacles to mining development in the Territory: it is also of over- 
riding importance to the Territory’s other great industry, cattle- 
raising. The cattle population in the Northern Territory is about one 
million head. Turn-off averages 125,000 annually, valued at about 
£A2,500,000. The importance of this industry in the economic life 
of the Territory is recognized by the Administration, which provides 
funds to subsidize the transport "Of quality bulls from southern studs; 
the provision of improved arrangements for maintenance of remote 
sections of stock routes; the fencing of additional quarantine reserves 
and stock watering points; the provision of credit facilities to pastoral- 
ists; intensification of veterinary research, and so on. 

It is generally recognized that the future of the pastoral industry 
is bound up with future developments in transport. Alice Springs is, 
of course, connected by rail with Port Augusta in South Australia, 
and this ‘railway link, and that in the north between Darwin and 
Birdum, are being equipped with diesel locomotives to speed up 
services and reduce costs. There is, however, no rail link between 
Alice Springs and Birdum, terminus of the Darwin railway. (There is 
an excellent bitumen road of well over 900 miles length to Darwin, 
which one driver in a well-known make of British sports car is said 
to have covered in ten hours.) It is generally

It is worth menti that openings exist throughout the Northern 

Territory for the sale of light aircraft. These are used by the owners of 
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the vast properties which are a distinctive feature of the Territory, 
and many property owners have their own light aircraft for travel 
from point to point in the Territory. Aircraft are also in demand for 
use by the Flying Doctor Service and local air lines, such as Conellan 
Airways. 


An American Syndicate to Develop Rice 


For the purpose of determining their requirements for agricultural 
production on a commercial scale, the Administration operates an 
Experiment Farm at Katherine, two Rice Research Stations in the 
Adelaide River area, a Quarantine Station for the introduction of 
rice seed from overseas, and a Mobile Group which is currently 
conducting tiials at several centres in the Katherine-Darwin region. 
Rice, peanuts, grain sorghum, pineapples, tobacco and fodder species 
are under investigation. , 

During 1954, representatives of an American Syndicate commenced 
negotiations for a large area for rice development leases. They indicated 
that they were prepared to risk a substantial amount of capital in a 
large scale trial under commercial conditions, provided they could get 
an option to develop much larger areas under development leases. 
On their own account, they have acquired the use of 250 acres of 
land at Mainguard from a private owner in the Territory in order 
to carry out experiments in rice growing under Northern Territory 
conditions, and to build up seed supplies for larger-scale plantings if 
they can come to a suitable arrangement with the Commonwealth 
Government. To ensure that sufficient quantities are on hand for the 
administration of plantings in the 1954-55 season, and to be able to 
supply sced to the American Syndicate for plantings next season, 
seven toms of seed of the three varieties are being imported from 
Papue and New Guinea. From plantings made from this seed and 
seed propagated by the Administration, an extended area could be 
planted in the 1955-56 season. 

To facilitate seed production and to carry out field trials this year, 
Syndicate representatives have engaged an American rice expert and 
two experienced Queensland farmers, and have brought some 
mechanical equipment to the area. If the development of seed supplies 
is successful, it should be possible in the near future to sow 10,000 
acres with rice, if this is desired. There is an obvious opportunity 
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in the area for the sale of agricultural equipment for this purpose, 
should the Mainguard project proceed. This has been realized by 
the distributors of a well known make of British tractor and farm 
equipment. Large tractors also will be required for drawing ploughs 
and other equipment over the area, which cakes hard during the dry 
season. 


Public Works 

A modern wharf is being built at Darwin, to provide adequate 
cargo handling facilities for the town and for the hinterland. Berthage 
facilities of 600 feet will be provided, with provision for loading and 
discharging from ship to railroad, and the first section of the wharf 
should be ready for use in the immediate future. Over 20 calls a year 
are made at Darwin by the Western Australian Government Shipping 
Services vessels from West Coast ports, and the Commonwealth 
Government, through the Australian Shipping Board, now has two 
ships operating full time on the run from East Coast ports to Darwin. 

Many of the houses are built by private labour, materials used being 
largely asbestos board, plaster board, aluminium or corrugated iron, 
but the more substantial premises consist of cement and brick, much 
of the cement being in the form of cement slabs which are made on 
the spot. There is, in addition, a certain amount of prefabricated 
building. 

In general, there appear to be considerable opportunities for build- 
ing and constructional work in the Territory, not only in regard to 
houses as such, but also for road construction, drilling for water, 
erection of fences, and so on. The demand for agricultural equipment 
of all kinds is increasing with the development of the Territory, and 
the increasing population is leading to a greater demand for consumer 
goods of all kinds, including wireless and electrical apparatus. 

There is much to be done, and it is to be hoped that United Kingdom 
manufacturers, exporters and others will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities which exist, not only for their own benefit, but also for that 
of the people living in this enormous area, who are striving so hard 
for its development in the face of stupendous natural difficulties. 
In the words of the Minister for Territories, the Hon. P. Hasluck, 
M.P., ‘In a country like the Northern Territory, we have to keep on 
challenging the impossible and turning it first into the possible and 
then into the reality.’

Austria and Cuba 


FOLLOWING NEGOTIATIONS at Geneva, the 1953 Trade Agree- 
ment between Austria and Cuba, under which the two countries 
grant each other Most-Favoured Nation treatment, has been extended 
for a period of two years from December 31, 1955.

B.L.E.U. and France 


As A RESULT of further French liberalization measures some amend- 
ments to Quota List B.1 — Imports into France from B.L.E.U. and 
her overseas territories — of the trade agreement of June 6, 1955 (see 
Board of Trade Journal of July 9, 1955, page 96) have been made. 

Quotas which have been cancelled include those for nitrogenous 
chemical fertilizers except natural sodium nitrate and ammonium 
nitrate, furskins, finished or dyed, sanitary-ware, non-electric bath 
and water heaters, and parts thereof, brassfounders’ articles and 
apparatus for regulating the flow of liquids through pipes. 

Modified quotas include those for plastic materials, handling and 
lifting equipment, electrical equipment, machinery, tools, and graphic 
arts products.

Colombia and Denmark 


A TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT between Colombia and 
Denmark was signed at Bogota on November 24. 

The declared object of the agreement is to enable the two countries 
to ‘maintain the exchange of goods at the highest possible level’ 
and to ‘maintain a balanced exchange of trade’ between them. The 
value of Colombian exports to Denmark will be credited to a special 
account, in nominal United States dollars, to be opened at the Dan- 
marks Nationalbank to the order of the Colombian Banco de la 
Republica. Danish goods exported to Colombia and coming within 
the Colombian preferential and first import groups will be debited to 
this same account. If at the expiry of the present agreement the 
account shows a balance in favour of Colombia the balance shall 
be used entirely for the purchase of products from Denmark; equally, 
if the balance is in favour of Denmark it shall be used for the purchase 
of Colombian products. 

The agreement is to remain in force for a period of one year from 
the date of its signature and will automatically be extended for a 
similar period each year unless it has been denounced by either 
country within three months of the date of expiry. 


Italy and Lebanon 


Two AGREEMENTS relating to Commercial Exchanges and Econ- 
omic Co-operation were signed between Lebanon and Italy in Beirut 
on November 4, 1955. 

The Agreements, which come into force five days after the deposit 
in Rome of the Lebanese instruments of ratification, are valid for 
one year and are automatically renewable. The Commercial Exchanges 
Agreement provides, with certain specified exceptions, for the mutual 
grant of most-favoured-nation treatment. (For Italy this confirms 
the existing facilities accorded by Lebanon.) The Agreement contains 
a list of Lebanese exports for which quotas have been prepared and 
also provides for the encouragement of transit trade, triangular deals 
and private barter transactions. 

According to the Economic Co-operation Agreement the Italian 
Government undertakes to authorize the supply of industrial and 
agricultural equipment on terms of four years’ credit, to make possible 
the supply of technical assistance and to encourage the creation of 
Italian-Lebanese firms and the participation of Italian firms in 
Lebanese development projects.

Pakistan and Syria 


GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Handout No. 6197 of December 
20, 1955, announces the signing of a Trade Agreement between 
Pakistan and Syria. 

The Agreement affirms the desire of the two countries to promote 
trade and strengthen economic relations between them and provides 
for the export from Pakistan of such goods as tea, hides, fertilizers, 
sports goods, surgical and musical instruments, cutlery, carpets and 
rugs, in return for tobacco, art silk yarn, giass sheets, aniseed, 
cumin and barley. 

The Trade Agreement is subject to ratification by both Govern- 
ments. When ratified, it will be valid for a period of one year and will 
be renewed automatically each year unless notice of termination is 
given by either party three months before the expiry date. 


Spain and Denmark 


THE HISPANO-DANISH Trade Agreement of July, 1953 (details 
of which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 5, 
1953, page 488, and January 8, 1955, page 54), has again been renewed 
for a further year to June 30, 1956. 

Provision is made in the extended Agreement for a further increase 
in trade between the two countries of 3} million Danish Crowns 
in each direction. Spain will increase her exports to Denmark of fruit 
juices, sherry and table wines, and Almeria grapes, and Denmark 
to Spain of casein, insulin, tallow and industrial fats.

ITALY 
Amendments to Customs Tariff 


THE ITALIAN Presidential Decree No. 1280, of December 23, 1955, 
which entered into force on the following day, provides, among 
other things, for the revocation of the temporary import duties on 
fluorinated and chlorinated hydrocarbons, certain manufactures of 
cork and of rubber, raw and scrap antimony; machine accessories 
of natural and artificial hide or leather and on certain kinds of mining 
machinery and insulators. The effect of these changes is to increase 
the duties to be levied on these items either to the full tariff rates or 
to those bound under international tariff agreements as the case 
may be. 


Import duties on the following items have also been increased: 
raw and semi-manufactured cork in certain forms; some synthetic 
textile fibres and yarns; certain machinery for excavation and extrac- 
tion; earthenware and glass insulators; plain and worked tulles and 
net fabrics and clothing for women, girls and infants made from tulle, 
lace and the like. 


The decree also provides for the withdrawal of the concession of 
a 10 per cent. reduction in the duties on cane and beet sugar; box-calf 
leather; handkerchiefs, corsetry and clothing accessories made of tulle, 
lace and the like and on aluminium sheet and strip of certain kinds.

leather (No. 492b); excavators for mining and mechanical shovels 
(No. Ex 1147d); porcelain insulators, even with an armature of 
common metal (No. Ex 1183a 1, 2) and those of steatite, sillimanite, 
fused magnesia and similar materials (No. 1183b) rendering applicable 
to these goods the corresponding duties bound under the Torquay 
Protocol and the Italo-Swiss Agreement of July 14, 1950. 

Articte III. The annual quota for tutty (No. 981b) admitted free of duty 
if intended for use in the production of hydrosulphites is increased to 14,000 
quintals.

Artic.e IV. The reduction established under Article I of the Presidential 
Decree No. 1125 of November 1, 1951, will no longer be applicable to the 
duties under the Customs Tariff items Nos. 159; 48ib, 1; 743a; 747a,

ArticLe V. Timber that, besides the characteristic established at the 
general note 5-h to Chapter XLIV of the Tariff,"has at least one of the two of 
the principal sides concave or convex, provided that the transverse curvature 
has been obtained by circular sawing, are considered as sawn timber for 
coopers’ wares. 


ArticL.e VI. The application of import duties, with the observance of 
the rules and conditions to be established by the Minister of Finance, for 
projectiles and ammunition imported, on behalf of foreign states, for the 
testing of arms ordered by them from Italian factories, provided that the 
supply of such arms and ammunition is provided for in the terms of the 
supply contract, is suspended.

Foreign Assets Control Decision on Tussah 
Silk Piece-goods 

IMPORTS OF TUSSAH SILK piece-goods into the United States 
are at present subject to specific licensing by the United States 
Foreign Assets Control and are not licensed unless the importer can 
prove to the satisfaction of the Foreign Assets Control that they were 
not manufactured in China (except Formosa) or North Korea. 

United Kingdom exporters of tussah silk piece-goods will know 
that the completed silk drawback debenture form shows whether a 
consignment of silk piece-goods has been made in this country 
from imported raw silk or silk yarn. The Foreign Assets Control 
have now agreed that they will accept as evidence of United Kingdom 
manufacture a photographic copy of a properly executed silk drawback 
debenture, provided that it gives sufficient information to identify 
clearly a particular consignment. Exporters who wish to take advantage 
of this procedure should, therefore, prominently mark both copies 
of their claim for drawback (Shipping Bill) with a request, quoting 
B.O. 70185/55, that the debenture be endorsed, at the time of its 
preparation by the Customs and Excise, with the identifying par- 
ticulars of the consignment, i.e. the numbers and marks of the 
packages and the net weight and description of the imported goods. 

A photographic copy of the completed debenture should sub- 
sequently be made by the exporter, and sent to his United States 
agents for submission to the Foreign Assets Control in support of 
an application for an import licence. 


Restoration of Former Allowance for Import 
of Personal Effects 


ARGENTINE Central Bank Circular No. 2350 of December 21, 1955 
cancels Circular No, 2223 of June 14, 1955 (see Board of Trade Journal 
of July 16, 1955, page 163) and restores to United States $150 from 
United States $50 the maximum amount allowed to each passenger 
arriving in Argentina for the introduction of such articles as domestic 
appliances, tools, instruments or apparatus used in a trade or profes- 
sion.

Exchange Tax Replaced by Special 
Import Tax 


REPUBLIC ACT No. 1394, approved on August 29, 1955, provided 
for the replacement of the existing special excise tax on sales of 
foreign exchange (Board of Trade Journal of April 21, 1951, page 
872) by a special import tax to be levied on most goods imported into 
the Philippines irrespective of source. The special import tax which 
is to be levied at the rate of 17 per cent. (based on the c.i.f. value), 
during the calendar year 1956 is to be progressively reduced until 
finally eliminated by January 1, 1966. The Act provides, however, 
for the suspension of the reduction of the tax in special circumstances. 


The Act also provides for the exemption of certain import items 
from the special import tax. These include, inter alia: 


Machinery and/or raw materials for the ‘new and necessary’ 
industries (see Board of Trade Journal of September 9, 1953, 
page 601);

British Industries Fairs in February and April 


THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR in 1956 will be held at two different 
dates - from February 22 to March 2 at Earls Court, London, and 
from April 23 to May 4 at Olympia, London, and Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham. 

The new February-March Fair has been introduced to help manu- 
facturers and buyers of consumer goods with a selling season earlier 
in the year than May, the date when all post-war B.I.F’s have been 
held, It will be opened by Lady Eden. 

A major feature of Earls Court Fair will be the staging of the 
British Toy Fair as part of the B.I.F. The Toy Fair, which in 1954 
and 1955 was held in February at Brighton, has been organized by 
the British Toy Manufacturers’ Association in conjunction with the 
B.I.F. With more than 200 exhibitors occupying 120,000 square feet 
of floor space, it will be one of the largest toy fairs in the world. Other 
consumer goods on show at Earls Court will include brushware, 
chemists’ supplies, glassware, fancy and leather goods, pottery, 
stationery, jewellery, cutlery, watches and clocks. 


The April-May Fair at Olympia and Castle Bromwich is mainly 
for engineering and technical equipment. The engineering, hardware, 
building and heating sections will be at Castle Bromwich, one of 
Europe’s largest single-floor exhibition halls. At Olympia a revived 
chemical section sponsored by the Association of British Chemical 
Manufacturers will occupy 50,000 square feet of one of the three 
main halls. 

The electrical and electronics sections will occupy the Grand Hall 
of Olympia. This will be the first time that the British electrical 
industry, hitherto exclusively represented at Birmingham, has also 
appeared at the London B.I.F. A feature of the electrical section at 
Olympia will be the ‘Atoms for Britain’ exhibition presented by the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority. Electrical firms will also 
be exhibiting at Birmingham. Other technical products on show at 
Olympia will include office appliances, scientific instruments, printing 
and packaging machinery. 

The B.1.F. at Olympia will be opened by Mr. R. A. Butler, Lord 
Privy Seal.
